IT WILL BE A GRAND AFFAIR. 



In Point of DrltllKttejr It Will flarpMS

Washinoton, Feb. 16.— Tho arra^^ro 
ments for tho inangnratidii of Presi- 
dent-elect MrKinley two weeks from 
nest Thorsday are rapidl^ucariiiff com- 
pletion, and the indioatms are that in 
Doint of IttiUUuQj and attraotlTeness, 
th« oflrcmoniM, tiM deooration* and the 
featlTitiet inddent toiiiMigaration week 
will be more laviih than those of former 
years. In tho dec-orations of tho ball 
room tinier re,snlt8 are exp«^oto<l than 
ever before. All spwtaculnroffect.s will 
be avoided and a more artistic and har- 
moniouB an iinfjcmeut of flowers, bRhta 
andbuntinK will be sooured. About 
|1.S,0(K) will 1x1 sjM'nt by the inangnrul 
committee in deeoratiug the main ball 
room and the private room set apart for 
the use of tlie presidential and vice pres- 
idential i>;utie,s. 

The great height of the court of the 
pension baildlug, where the ))aU will bo 
held, will be overcome by buiiting fes- 
tooned from tlie center of each of tho 
three dirisionH of tho court to the top of 
the MOmid KHllery. Tho bare walls 
everywhere and all of tlie smaller pillars 
will be covered with bunting aa a back- 
gronnd for tlio flowers and greens which 
will be the prominent features of tho 
decorations. Tho banting and thou- 
sands of tiny electric fairy lamps will bo 
used principally to bring out in greater 
relief the floral designs. Tho president 
and yice president, with their families 
will attend the ball and will be in charge 
of a reception committee, of which Ma- 
jor General Nelson A. Miles is the chair- 
man. The cost of tickets to the ball has 
been fixed at |5 for each penon and fl 
extra if snpper is desired. 

In answer to many inqoiriet received 
at headquarters it may be stated that no 
invitations to the ball are neceMa^to 
seoore tiokets and none ave iimedex- 
oept to foreign ministen. Tidrati are 
now on sale and mav be had bgr any ona 
at the price named. The promenade 
concert will consist of six selections and 
the dance prqtnanu contain Mnnmbstt. 
The ball win be held on Thursday 
night, and in addition a Miiea of Ave 
inangoral grand ooQoerts wUl be given 
in the ball room on the following Fri- 
day and SafeordMr. The bUl decorations 
will remain in pliaoe. The first concert 
the Repablican glee dnb of CJolumbus, 
O., wiu sing a number of patriotic airs. 

At 2 o'clock on Friday afternoon a 
concert will be given in honor of the 
Unite^JMlM Bary. represented by 
Bear flHHb Waucer and Ramsay, 
and at night the concert will be given 
in honor of the states of the Union, 
represented by the governors of the 
states and their staffs. The concert Sat- 
urday afternoon will be in honor of 
congress, represented by the president 
of tho senate and the speaker of the 
house. The last concert, Saturday 
night, will be in lionor of the people of 
the Unittnl Stut( s and will consist of 
music by the Twenty-second regiment 
baud and a chorus of otM) voices. Ad- 
mission to each concert will be M) cents. 

Notwithstanding tlie fact that the 
Penn.'iylvania national gtiiird flnds it 
impossible to attend tlie inant?uration, 
the probabilities are that tlie parade 
will bo very largo. (Jeneml Horace 
Porter of New York with tlio mtunbers 
of his statT^is busy with tho details of 
arrauKiug The divisions. General Por- 
ter will a<'t as grand marshal, and will 
have as his chief of statf Mr. A. Noel 
Blakeman of New York. Colonel H. O 
Corbin, U. 8. A., as adjutant general, 
and Captain John A. Johnson, U. S A 
OS chief of aides with Captain William 
Edv/ard Hoi ton of the District of Co- 
lombia uaticual guard special aid and 
military secretary. 

Tho parade will be organized in two 
grand divisions, one civic and the other 
military, (Joneral (irenvillo M. Dodge 
will be chief nuirsli/l of tho flrst grand 
division, to bo comp— -rd of military or 
ganizatious. Ho \^ill have as chief of 
staff General Huidekoper of Now York 
and t'olonel Joseph P. Sanger of tho 
United St^ates army, luljutant general. 
This military grand division will bt^ 
subdivided into throe separato divisions. 
The first division will be organized into 
two brigades, the lirst comprising 
United States troops, as well as the 
naval battalions. Thiii first brigade will 
be commanded by Major General Wes- 
ley Merritt of the United States army. 
The second briflrade will be composed of 
the national guard of the District of Co- 
InmUa, 1,500 strong, and the Washing- 
ton Ugh s<-h(X)l cadets, 400 strong, all 
nnder the command of General Cecil 
Olay of the District of Oolnmbia na- 
tional guard. 

The second division of the military 
grand division will b© composed of the 
national guards of the various states, 
headed respectively by the governor and 
staff of each state and arranged in or- 
der from front to rear in the order in 
which tho states entered the Union. 
The third division of tho military grand 
division will be composed of all veteran 
organizations, including the Grand 
Army of the Republic, the Loyal Iie- 
gion, the Union Veterans' union, the 
Union Veteran Legion, the Regular 
Army and Navy union, etc. The third 
divitton will be commanded by General 
O. O. Howard of the United States 
army ; . General 8. B. Burdette. past com- 
mander-in-chief of the Grand Axnty of 
the Repoblio, as his chief of staff. 

The ol<rio grand division will be com- 
mandad by Mr. B. H. Wamer of th9 



city of Washin^'ton as chier marshal 
and will be niailr tip of civic clubs of 
all descriptions. Prominent in this 
grand division will be the Republican 
National Lea^rue of which Mr. D. I).

It is ( Sti- 
mat.Ml that then! will bo from •JO,()Oi» to

lionr. Conspicuous among the civic 
organizations will be the delegatiou of

The United 
States regul!»,r tnxips of the niilitarv 
graud division will be conisosed of oneo 
batallion of engineers from Willett 
Point, N. Y. ; two regiments of in 
fantry, the Seventeenth from Columbus 
barracks, and the Ninth from Saoketts 
Harbor, one regiment of cavalry, fo.ir 
troops from Fort Meyer and four from 
Fort Ethan Allen, IS battoiie;4 of heavy 
artillerv, marching as infantry, and 
two light batteries. The national guard 
of the states will be represented in the 
parade by several regiments andinde 
pendent commands.

WHAT THEY WILL TRY TO DO 

Probable Program of Iloth the Uonae mid 
Heaato Vor tho Preooak Week— Appro- 
priation Bills Will Ore II pv >I oxt of llir 
Time -It la the Purpose of the .Senate to 
Lf t othor LcsUdatloa Oo. 
WASHnfOTOK, Feb. 16.— In two weeks 
from Thursday tho present congrcsi^ ex- 
pires by litnitation, and from this tiru 
forward all things legislative will have 
to give way to the appropriation bill? 
which must be passed before the tln.il 
adj(mrnment. Mr. Gannon, the chair- 
man of the appropriations oommitte 
pointed oat on Friday the nocefsity for 
expedition. Although tho house has 
dispose*! of 10 of the 1!! regular appro- 
priation bills, two of the tlirc.' which ri 
main, tho sundry civil and the geni ral 
deficiency, are those containing the nns- 
cellaneous items, which provoke tli< 
most bitter opposition both for their 
sins of omission and commission. It i 
into these two bills tliat the ne mhi rs 
seek to crowd appi-opriations whi( 
liave been j)iK'e<in-h()l( d thrnnirliout the 
session, and heroic measures are soiii 
times re(inired to prevent them f.-mu 
bein;; made the vehicle of currvintr 
through anpropriations and l(>>:islation 
which the leaders have resolved to kill 
The siMiate has usually made a jirac 
tice of loading up these two bills es[ieei- 
ally and the contests between the two 
houses over them are gein i-ally ]in 
lontred nntil almost thi' hour of final ad- 
journment. The refusal of those i 
control of li^'islation in the house to 
give time for the consideratien (.'f pah 
lie bnililing bills, more than of 
which h.ive been favorably reix rted by 
the < f>inniittee, so angen d some of tin 
menibt i-s that they talked of tryinif to 
secure these ai)iin)priatious in the sun- 
dry civil hills. Those who are interested 
in the river and harbor projects author- 
ized by the last river and harbor )>ill, for 
\\ liieh no pr(jvisi(ui is made in the sun- 
dry civil (including Wilmington, Del,, 
Kentucky river, dams 2 and 5 of the 
Ohio, Oakland, Cal,, and Yakima, Or,,) 
are bristling wifli light. 

The friends of tho free homo bills as 
amended by the sena'o would like to 
saddle this measure also on the sundry 
civil as the only means of reeorrecting 
it. 

E he three remaining contested elec- 
I cases will occupy th(! time until the 
naval appnmriafion bill is brought for- 
ward toward the close of the week. As 
tho se.s8ion draws to a close a pai tisan- 
ship is cropping out, as it did Saturday, 
and ther«* will probably be some very 
lively debates. The »)reparation cf th • 
general deficiency will be begun early 
in the week. The crowding toward th ■ 
^lost! will bi: great Iv relieved by th ■ 
rule which makes tne lost six days' ses- 
sion of suspension days. This will en- 
able those in charge of the imperative 
bills and conference reports to secure a 
direct vote on any proposition with bn: 
90 minutes debate on a side. 



Washinotom, Feb. IX— Am much of 
the present week as may be necessary 
will bo given up to the consideration of 
appropriation bills by the senate. There 

has be»'n no accumulation of these In lis 
on the calendar and with onl}' a litih' 
more than two weeks of the session r.'- 
maining, it is not iiitt^nded by the sen- 
ate managers that there should be. 
They ^^^ll insist that tho appropriations 
shall take precedence whenever they 
iri' rrady to pnK'eed. 

Till' onlv api>roj)riafi(in bill now on 
the cah iKtar is that i)r(ividing for tin- 
expt iises of tin- Indian service, bat it is 
e.Npectid that the confcrfiice re;)ort on 
the lefzi.-lative, executive and ju'lici.il 
will be ])rr'senteil early in the weel: ari 
that the bills making !ipprni)ii;i:ii,iis u.y 
le District of Columbia and for fnrii 
Hciitions will sinm follow. 
_It is the purpose of .Senator Petii- 
grew, who has charge of the Indian 
bill, to call it ui) Tuesday. It is e.\i> ci, il 
tiiai several provisions >n the lull will 
h ad to animated debate, notably tlin;.e 
providing fur tlir iiitnxhiction «»f radical 
reforms in Indian teixitory and for ilie 
disix sition of the unallotted lands in 
the Unconipaghre reservation in Utah. 
These are questions which liavebfcn be- 
fore the senate in variouji v-nys sevi ra! 
times, and tlu'V have always excited 
more or lt.<»s debate. Tlu* legislative 
bill will nor consume much time for the 
n-a.son that the houso conferees have 
"oucedcd most of the senate amend- 
ments. 

It is impo.ssiblo to any how much of 
the senate's ti/iie during tlie wick will 
be given uj) to till' consideration of the 
arbitration treaty iu executive session, 
but all the Indications are nntavoralile 
to any prolonged discusuioii of tins suli- 
ject and the chances now sei in lo he 
that not to exceed one or two more ses- 
sions will Iw? devoted to it. It is bjin'ly 
po,ssible that it mav not be taken up 
again at all, but the probabilities are 
that it will sometime during the week 
be formally postponed until after the 
4th of March, If the appropriation bills 
and the arbitration troiity permit Sena- 
tor Hoar will call up the bankruptcy 
bill and make an effort to seoore a vote 
upon it.

A coi-ieil of jiliysicians held Saturday 
Tiia<le till' discovery that the insect had 
left a Lirxc' quantity of larvin in her head 
the interior of which is alive with th( 
ranidly increasing and din-elophie in 
sects.

FIRE IN A P RINTIN Q OFPICt.

PiTTsHi Ku, Feb. 15,— The office of 
The Post on Fifth avenue, was almost 
toLilly destroyed by Are Sunday moni 
iug, causing a loss to the paper of almut 
180,000. well insured. Loss on the build 
in;,' is not yet known. The only other 
t iiant in the building was (ileas-ni, tin 
railroad ticket broker, whose loss w:: 
small. The Coininercial-Uazctte, next 
d(Hir to The Post, was in immiuont dan 
ger, but good work by the firemen saved 
that plant, the only damage being 
cau4cd by water wmoh flooded the 
cellar. 

'1 ho Commercial presses and engine 
are thus, for the time being, disabled. 
The iKiper's edition this morniug was 
printed at The Press office. Both The 
Post and The Oommeroiol were prompt- 
ly tendered the use and service of ma- 
chines, presses and office of the other 
nownpapers iu the cl]^. Tho Post will 
bo issuBti from the office of The Leader 
until a new plant can be established 
The temponuy business office of Tin 
Post will be on the flrst floor of the Cai 
negie building. 

The fire wmch caused the trouble was 
a mysterious one, brooking out at about 
8 o'clock and had made a flue of th* 
freight elevator shaft, getting under 
big headway before the watclimon di.- 
covered it. 

It is supposed that electric M ires arc 
responsible for the conflagration. 

Tho flames shot up the elevator shaft 
from the first floor and in a very short 
time had communicated to the' entire 
building, which was soon beyond hcqpo 
of being saved. 

On tho fourth floor was the composing 
room, where the linotype machines ( ID 
in nuinhen were all su badly damaged 
that they will have to bo rebuilt. 

Type .and other material were also a 
conqilete loss. 

In the iiUtorial rooms, on tho third 
floor, the complete files of the paper 
Wi re dfst lived and everything in tin 
room drenched with water or con.s««ied 
by the Hanies. 

The business otfice is a wreck. 

The large safe broke throuj:h the floor 
and crashed down upon one of tlx 

presses which was immediately nnder it 

in the basement.

Down Pacificos. 



LETTER THAT ESCAPED CENSOR. 



Crnel Bnteherjr of Paolflcn* by a llantl of 
N|ianiHli (fiifrrilluH .\iiii-iican Woman 
Stripped bjr SpanUih Soldiers -A Proteit 
Made In tho Hooao of CongroM Over tho 

Itrrrnt Otitrnfff. 

Key We.st, Fla., Feb. 15.— A letter 
from Mat anzas speaks of the cruel butch- 
ery of a camp of padficos by a band of 
Spanish guenriUas under Major Consar- 
f"Z. The jwcificos were encamped near 
a hike 10 niil."8 south of ^!,■Uan/as. They 
were afraid to come intn that city on 
ac( ount of thero being no food and be- 
cause smallpox and other diseases were 
so prevalent. 

Major Ckmsartes was sent to bring 
them in. Surrounding the camp, his 
soldiers burst in upon the poor people 
with wild yells, shooting as theyad> 
vanced. Five fell at the flrst fire, two 
being women. 

Alanned and scarcely knowing what 
to do, the others dashed into the shallow 
waters of the lake, endeavoring to hide 
under the leaves of the big lily pads and 
other large-leaved plants. The Spanish 
troop selected their human targets and 
coolly began shooting at them, killing 
at every shot. The scre.-iius and agon- 
ized onfreaties of the juxir, frenzied 
wretches Wi re terrible, and more than 
one soliliiT threw down his pun and re- 
fused to lire. The oiVers of tho Cubans 
to surrender Were received witli shouts 
of derision and the bufchery only ceased 
when not a In ail was visible. Major 
Consariez' otbcial n port stated that his 
detacliiiient had bei n attacked at the 
laki! anil that tin y kille<l the insurgents 
in the litjht that followed.

The 
end came peacefully. The iiatieiit had 
bi'cn unconscious .sinco early last Mon- 
day morning, and had bei ii slowly dy- 
ing since that time. General Shelby 
was taken seriously ill 10 days ago with 
I)neunionia and gradca'ly grow Worse.

•Slielliy sympathized with the pro-slavery 
lenient, and in the "border troubles" 
which followed .<helliy was a leiuler in 
.several of the raids into Kansas, When 
K tu il hostilities licKan he was known 
iinong his iieiKhbors as Captain Shelby, 
He raised a conipany of ('onfederate 
ivalry and entered the Held, starting 
south to join tieneral Price, A few 
weeks later Caiitain Shelby was com- 
missioned OS colonel of cavalry and or- 
dered back to Missoorl to reonut a regi- 
ment..

His Arrest For Forgery Omumb 
Great Surprise at Parts- 
■oitk.

tiM airMt of Dr. S. T. McUlaog, of 

Portamoatb, Friday evening on the 
charge of forgery caused a decided e^naa- 
tion in that city, where it seems the 
accused has been held in high esteem. 

His friends could hardly believe the 
report of his arrest at first and when 
convinced of ita truth were at a loss to 
aceount for his criminal oondact. 

The Tribune refers to Dr. McClunfj as 
"one of Portsmouth's most promisiuK 
yoang practitioneTt," and says when be 
left tliat city Friday tnornin>r for Cincin- 
nati his devoted young wife and other 
intimate friends had no tbonght of his 
failint; to return the same evenllig as he 
intended to do, much less that jbia deten- 
tion were dae to the itWDR arm of the 
law. 

Dr. A. D. Campbell, who baa been as- 
Bociated with Dr. McClung at Ports- 
mouth, came down Saturday afternoon^ 
to investigate the case, and see the ae- 
cnsed. He was accompanied Viy City 
Editor McCall, of the Tribune. In speak- 
ing of the alTair, that paper aays : 

"When Dr. Ciimpbell and the Tribune 
called upon him at the jail he seemed 
very much agitated, and, in laot, the 
oflBoers said he had. been so much af- 
fected that he was completely unnerved 
and hia diatress of mind excited the 
sympathy of all who saw him. It was 
plain that it was his first ofifense and he 
deeply felt his gnilt. 

"Dr. Campbell took a very touching 
letter from Mrs. McGlungand delivered it 
to him, in which that noble quality of 
true womanhood abope forth with rare 
luatre, and which mnat have given him 
mooh courage. 

" He promised, to write soon, and in 
the meantime hia frienda will try to 
eecure bail. 

"It may seem strange that Dr. Mc 
Olnng, having had no acqiuintance in 
Maysville, could counterfeit Dr. Reed's 
chirography. But it is explained by Dr. 
McClung himself that he has been corre- 
sponding with Dr. Reed and others re- 
garding his locating in Maysville for the 
practice of dentistry. Having Dr. Reed's 
signatore be ao aucoeisfaUy duplicated it 
as to daceive the banicen. 

"It ia said that when Dr. McClung 
presented the draft at the bank the 
cashier, who was an old Danville boy, re 
marked to him that he had a clasamate In 
the Danville bank, calling his name, and 
asking the doctor it be knew him. ^He 
replied that he did and this gave him ad- 
ditional favor with the banker. Tlie fact 
is Dr. McClung had no acqnaintanee at 
all in Danville. 

"The whole affair ig most unfortunate 
and painfully surprising to his friends. 
He was married only a few months since 
to a popular Lonisville lady and their do- 
mestic life had been one of unalloyed 
pleasure. 

"Dr.- Campbell, who baa known him 

intimately for years, could hardly realize 
bow the young man could get the con- 
sent of hia mind to commit a criminal 
act— be regarded him aa. a modal young 
man."

The Soldier Cyclist. 
Experiments made with the bicyolo 
in military service show that even iu 
parts of tlie oonntry where good roads 
are few and whftre Btreams must be 
fordc<l uiul ninuiit;ti:i'< crossed the steel 
horse is destined to become an invalu- 
able aid. Daring 1806 the bicycle corps 
of tho Twenty-flfth tTiiited States in- 
fantry made a series of experimental 
runs and drilla upon the wheeL One nf 
the ryclist .soldiers was a prartical ma- 
chinist, who could at short notice make 
repaira 

The corps made a trip from Fort Mis- 
soula, in Montana, across the Rocky 
monntain divide to Yellowstone park. 
In 186 hours of actual riding they trav- 
eled 797 miles over ezeoraible routes for 
tho bicycle. Their best tinio was 73 
miles in one day of 8^ hoars. The men 
oazried their food, ammnnitian, camping 
outfit, etc. Nearly all was fastened to 
tho bicycle iu various way& The aver- 
age weight of the bioyoles packed with 
the extra luggage was 79. 7 pounds. The 
flno athletic follows did extremely well 
with thin load. Rifles were strapped 
horisontally on the left side of the bicy- 
cle. Even along roads where the men 
could not rid<\ tiny found the wluel a 
great help, fur tho heaviest part of their 
luggage was strapped to it, and they 
conld trundle it along thus loaded easier 
tlian they could have carried the burden. 

Along marches with the amy, the bi- 
cycle corps kept up constant commimi- 
cation with the rear and the advance, 
and with the wagon train. In their 
journeys they found brakes to bo abso- 
lutely neoesBtuy. They also found that 
tho pneumatic tire will nut do f(jr mili- 
tary woric, and that a wood rim most be 
riveted as well aa glued.

DISPATCH JFMM 

tEsargeato Jolae« hf Mu 
teers. 

London, Feb. 15.— A disp.iteh to Thn 
Times from Oanca says that tlie vilhtgo 
of Halepa, the residence of the consuls, 
was in a state of great trepidation yes- 
terday, owing to the i^tproachcrf the in- 
Burgents, who joined, it is stated, by 
Greek volunteers assembled in gn^at 
force on Akrotiri peninsula, made an 
advance in the neighborhood. Tlio 
Hellenic flag, hoisted ou the arrival of 
the (ireek wnrsliips, was displayed on 
the summit of an adjoining nill. All 
of the menibi-rs of tlie familieH of the 
ciiiiH'ilar aK<'iits were tr.iusferred to tlie 
warsliip' The Ureek consulate, when 
garrisiiiied. with ao Impnsslve snow of 
•lorci! by native Christians and sailors in 
anticipation of an attack from the Mo- 
hammedans from the vicinity of Cauea. 

The insurgents advanced yesterday 
toward the isthmai conuecting the pen- 
usalo with the mainland ami engager] 
the Turkish artillery throughout the 
afternoon. The Mohammedans at Canea 
were in a state of extreme excitement, 
and owing to rnmon of au intended at- 
tack upon the coasulatcs at Canea, 
special precautions were taken at the 
otUces of the British consul. The ar- 
chives were packed and ready for re- 
moval before daylight. About 400 Basbi- 
Bazoucks and a company of regulars 
hurried out from Canea and attacked 
the Christians. The Christians were 
flnallj reimlsed and parsued into the 
interior of the peninsula. Subsequently 
the bishop of Canea invoked the aid of 
the oonsms with a view to the establish- 
ment of the armiatioe, bat praotioal 
ili£9onlties were in the way bf interven- 
tion. 

It is reported that the Christians have 
succeeded in making a stand and that 
they now maintain their position. 

Heniklionis now more quiet, oa a 
large portion of the Christian popula- 
tion has embarked on board the men-of ' 
war and departed from the city. 

Tho government has demanded a 
written assurance from the consuls that 
the Greek fleet is not to molest the 
transport conveying troops to Sitia. 
This tranport wius compelled to return 
Friday by the firitig from a Greek war- 
ship. This assurance was given by the 
British vice consul and by Captain 
Gronf ell of the turret ship Trafalgar. 

THu frrr^n ministers at Athens met 
at the French legation for the purpose 
of considering the situation. It is bo- 
liev(>(l that they decided to address fur- 
ther representations to tho Grecian gov- 
ernment, wliieh, rej)lyiiig to their re- 
cent statements, declared tliat tlie gov- 
ernment, liaving full knowledge of tho 
situation, hiia not hesitated to assume 
tlie whole responriWlity lor the meaaaves
